Manila, Dec, 25.— Governor Taft, 


who sailed yesterday morning for the 
United States, will upon his arrival 
at Washington open the eyes of the 
dministration to -the real situation 
n the archipelago. There will 'be 
nany surprises if his complete re- 
ports are published. He will min- 
utely describe the conditions prevail- 
ag here, the progress of pacification, 
and the civil establishment, and the 
elations between the military and 
ivil authorities, which are necessar- 
ly harmonious between chiefs, but 
'requeutly conflicting with the prov- 
ncial subordinates, notably the gov- 
ernors, the military commanders not 
appreciating the importance of main- 
taining frieudly relations with them. 


It is useless to deny that the Phil- 
ppine commission and General Chaf- 
tee differ as to the extent of pacifi- 
cation, and the necessity for main- 
lining the various garrisons. Both 
-ealize their mutual dependence, but 
the civil authorities feel that the 
presence of soldiers in many locali- 
ies is detrimental to peace and harm- 
ful both to the soldiers and natives. 


Prior to his departure Governor 


Taftsaid; 


**The sooner the soldiers are with- 


drawn from the larger towns of the 
provinces where •civil government 
las been established and concentrat- 
ed in a few large garrisons, where 
they would not be allowed to mix 
with the natives, the sooner general 
tranquillity will be established. The 
rapid recruiting of the constabulary 
insures the public safety, which was 
first guaranteed by the -army, and 
when the constabulary reaches its 
full strength, within a year, I be- 
lieve that the army can be reduced to 
20,000 men. 


"The civil government was never 


so well organized as at present, and 
I /was never so hopeful. The attitude 
of the Filipinos generally is one of 
loyalty. Progress has teen mads in 
nearly every province. The Tecent

Washington, Dee. 25.—The Italian 


government has foeen renewing its 
fforts of late with the authorities in 
Washington to have our federal 
statutes so extended as to protect f or- 
igners in cases arising within the 
urisdiction of states, thus giving a 
ederal remedy for lynchings ami 
ike affrays directed against Italians, 
mch as 'have occurred in Louisiana, 
Colorado and Mississippi. It is the 
xchange of views in this connection 
which recently brought on the dis- 
mission in the Italian senate, when 
Baron Fava interpolated the Italian 
iremier as to the progress of an ad- 
ustment. 
Immediately on the ar- 


rival of the new ambassador, Signer 
Mayor Des Planches, he took up this 
question, which had arisen in connec- 
tion with the lynching of several 
Italian citizens at Erwin, Misis. 


In this connection Siguor Mayoi 


said today: 


"Under the treaty which exists be- 


tween Italy and the United States, 
the citizens of each country are guar- 
anteed the fullest protection while re- 
siding in the other country. In the 
case of Americans residing in Italy 
they h&d exactly the same rights, the 
same protection, the same recourse 
to the courts that an Italian subject 
enjoys. 
The ojHy exception is in 


connection with political rights. In 
the case of Italians residing in the 
United States the treaty assures th*m 
the same rights and protection given 
to American citizens. But trnfortun' 
ately this expression of the treaty, 
so far AS it relates to Italians in this 
country, is somewhat theoretical, for 
under the American system, wMch 
limits the federal authority over 
states, the central government^Js not 
able to give effect to the guarantee 
laid down by the treaty. We fully 
recognize the difficulties of this coun- 
try as they (have to those of Italy, 
We have hoped this would -bring 
about the enactment of a law which 
would permit the federal government 
to carry out the guarantees of treat- 
ies. This would be a genuine rem-' 
edy for affairs similar to those which 
have occurred in Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, and would prevent the peri- 
odical agitation over ca»«$ arising in 
the states. As ih*&t cases arose, they 
would be assured of attention under 
the federal authority with careful re- 
gard for the execution of treaty ob- 
ligations.

"Since the recent lynching* at Er-

"Tbe Italian government does not 


seek blood money. At the same time 
the families of the victims, who are 
the ones most directly affected, are 
naturally willing to listen, to wigges- 
tions of a monetary indemnity, and 
when these suggestions axe volun- 
tarily made by the state or federal 
authorities, we can do nothing more 
than be the medium for considering 
them in behalf of our people. 
But 


such indemnities are to the people 
affected, and not to the Italian gov- 
ernment, which feels that there is a 
far greater question involved than 
any financial return to individuals. 
It is the real and the permanent rem- 
edy of (having the federal laws give 
to Italian- subjects the protection 
guaranteed in our treaties that we 
desire, and it is to this end that my 
exchanges of views are tending, 
rather than to the payment of special 
indemnities in special case*. 
What 


the Italian, government desires is a 
system covering all cases."

Vincennes, Ind., Dec. 25.—Samuel 


Hutchison, a plasterer and once ft 
prominent citizen, was found frozen 
to death beside a straw stack on the 
St. Vincent's orphanage farm, three 
miles from this city, Monday even- 
ing. Hutchison, suffering from an 
Incurable disease and inebrity, was 
taken to the county infirmary six 
weeks ago. .Consumed by an insane 
appetite for strong drink, he eluded 
the superintendent ten days ago and 
in the extremely cold weather en- 
deavored to reach this city. Officers 
and relatives instituted search 
once, thinking he was overcome by 
cold, but he could not be located. 
Monday a boy of the orphanage 
found Hutchison, and, frightened at 
the frozen corpse, tbe lad hastened 
to notify William Gardner, an under- 
taker of this place, who wns hunt- 
ing quail nearby. 


Hutchison was the son of a wealthy 


druggist at Noble, 111. The son be- 
came prominent in social and fin- 
ancial circles, but gradually drifted 
to drink, lost position after position 
and became a social outcast. 
He 


married Miss Huboard, of Washing- 
ton, lud., who separated from him 
three years ago and, with three chil- 
dren, now lives at 
Washington. 


Hutchison's 
oldest son, Samuel 


Hutchison, jr., aged 12 years, made 
two days' unsuccessful search for his 
dead father.

GROWTH OP RURAL DELIVERY 


WONDEEFtJL STRIDES Iff THAT 


;' ;• BRANCH 07 SEHVICE. 


Is Now the Most Popular Feature of 


ij llie Postal Service-Some In- 
il 
terestiug Figures. 


Pec. 25,-The rural 


free delivery service is showing 
wonderful growtb, and i» unques- 
tionably the most popular feature of 
iha postal service. More inquiries are 
received concerning it and more time 
and attention is given it fcy congress- 
men than any oth*r branch of TFiwle 
Sam's mail department. The success 
which has attended the extension of 
the service is unprecedented. On the 
first of January there will be about 
6,300 carriers in the service. These 
meu are selected largely upon the rec- 
ommendation of congressmen. Out 
of the 5,000 appointed serious com- 
plaints have been filed against only 
thirty-one, 
a record probably not 


equaled iu -any other branch. While 
the character >ef the men designated 
to carry the mail to the ruralites has 
been exceptionally good, the re-cords 
show that they have found the work 
pleasant and profitable, only 735 
haviug resigned. Twenty-six per 
cent, of the substitute carrier»-ea6h 
carrier being permitted to designate 
a substitute—are relatives of the 
carrier. The substitutes are paid by 
the regular carriers, who 'are required 
to furnish the vehicle, used in deliv- 
ering the mail. 


The growth of the lural free de- 


livery service to its present propor- 
tions represents three years* -work. 
There 'are now pending 6,700 appli- 
cations, which when acted upon will 
probably require the establishment of 
5,000 routes. This pending business 
is sufficient at the present rate of in- 
crease to cover the growth of the ser- 
vice for the next two years. 


The army of rural delivery carriers 


are watching eagerly for action by 
congress upon the proposition to in- 
crease their salary. They now re- 
ceive $500 a year. Among congress- 
men there is a unanimity of opinion 
that this allowance is inadequate. A 
propostiion which meets with general 
approval is to grade the rural carriers 
according to experience, length of 


svrvice and amount of mail handled, 
aa city carriers are graded. There was 
a proposition to.increase their pay 


00 a yenr, and *6me congressmen 


are advocating making it $800, but 
the seriousness of the question can 
be realized when it is stated that 57}- 


000 carriers witt be employed when 
the service reaches mature growth. 
At present an increase of ? 100 a year 
would mean an increase of $030,000 
in salary, and would make a differ- 
ence of $5,700,000 a year when the 
service is full grown. 


The increase in the business han- 


dled by the rural delivery service is 
phenomenal. In city delivery the 
annual increase in business as repre- 
sented by gross receipts is 8 per 
cent., 
in 
presidential 
postoffices 


without rural 
free 
delivery it is 


about 4 per *ettt.; to fouj$i-class of- 
fices without rural free^delivery, 2 
per cent., whereas in the rural free 
delivery offices, where there is no city 
delivery, the average rate of in- 
crease was 10 per cent, in 1900 and \ 
11 percent, in 1901.

Washington, Dec. 25-— The. rural 


free delivery 
service is showing 


wonderful 
growth, and is unques- 


tionably the most popular feature of 
the postal service. More iuquiries are 
received concerning it and more time 
and attention is given, it hy congress- 
men than any other branch of TTncle 
Sam's mail department. The success 
•which has attended the extension of 
the service is unprecedented. On the 
first of January there -will he about 
6,300 carriers iu the service. These 
men are selected largely upon the rec- 
ommendation of congressmen. 
Out 


of the 5,000 appointed serious com 
plaints have -been filed against only 
thirty-one, a recordi probably not 
equaled iu any other branch. While 
the character of the men designated 
to cany the mail to the ruralites lias 
been exceptionally good, the records 
show that they have found the work 
pleasant 
aad profitable, 
only 735 


having resigned. Twenty-six per 
cent, of the substitute carriers— each 
earner being permitted to designate 
a substitute— are relatives of th 
carrier. The substitutes are paid by 
the regular carriers, who are required 
to furnish the vehicle, used in deliv- 
ering the mail. 


The growth of the rural free de- 


livery service to its present propor- 
tions represents three years' work. 
There -are now pending 6,700 appli- 
cations, which wheu acted upon will 
probably require the establishment wf 
5,000 routes. This pending business 
is sufficient at the present rate of in- 
crease to cover the growth of the ser- 
vice for the next two years. 


The urmy of rural delivery carriers

professional work. Friday Mr. Har 
man's condition took a sudden tur 
for the worse and he suffered a phys 
cal collapse, which, despite the efi 
of physicians, terminated in his deat 
Friday evening-. 


Ir. Haxtmau's age was 64 years, 


months and 18 days. He was bor 
at Pleasantville, Ohio, but caone wit 
his parents to Fort Wayne when 
mere child, and practically his entii 
life has been spent in this city. Dur

Mi 
Hartman devoted special attention t 
patent law and had a wide clientag 
in this field. 
He served for som

GEMS FOR CHRISTMAS

Famous Hope Diamond and 


Two~0thers Sought by Mil- 
lionnires for Their Wives. 


Every blue diamond known to his- 


toiy will hang from a branch of an 
American Christmas tree, if current 
gossip ronong; jewelers is true. The 
three largest, says the New York 
Herald, are now hi New York and 
sold to wealthy Americans as orna- 
ments for their holiday displays of 
generosity. 


Benjamin F. Cheney, oC Boston, is 


the only known purchaser. He hae 
just bought from J. Drelcer & Sons 
the 'second largest jewel of this kind 
known to the market. This will be 
his Christmas gift to his wife, who 
was known on the stage as Julia Ar- 
thur. 'Her collection of jewels is al- 
ready famous. 


By far the most famous jewel in 


the lot is the Hope diamond, recently 
purchased in London1 by Joseph 
Fronkel's Sons, of Nassau street, for, 
they say, a wealthy New Yorker, as 
the central figure for his family 
Christmas tree. 


Still a third diamond of blue color 


is said by Gattel, Stem & Co. to have 
been, purchased by them for aiio-ftier 
New York customer, and to be nearly 
as large 
as the Dreicer 
diamond. 


This is still in their possession, but 
is to be delivered before Cliristm'as. 


Blue diamonds are almost as rare 


as blue roses, and the history of 
those of any size lias been as full of 
romance as the lives of the crowned 
heads which they have usually orna- 
mented. The total value of the three 
jewels now in this -city is estimated 
at S540,000. The real selling price 
is refused by the jewelers, as are 
all but the barest de-tails of the pos- 
sessors of the germs. 


THIRD STONE UNKNOWN. 


Much curiosity is excited, by the 


announcement of Gattel, Stem & Co. 
that they have imported and sold a 
diamond upon which they set a priqa--. 
of more than 3100,000, .The diamond 
which Mr. Cheney" -has pnrohased-ls 
supposed to be the Brunswick dia- 
mond, formerly owned by the Duke 
of Brunswick. This has always been 
believed to have -been, cut from 'the 
Hope diamond. Where a third dia- 
mond 'of such value could have icome 
from is a mystery to the general pub- 
lic. 
There was <a second piece cut 


from the Hope diamond, hut it was so 
small that its value 'has b&en esti- 
mated at only a few thousand dol- 
lars. 


If these three jewels should prove 


to be all that is left of the great 
112J4-carat piece of blue fire which 
the great jeweler Travernier brought 
to Europe in 1643 the most talked of 
diamond in history is assembled, for 
the -first time ill more than a •centuay, 
within one country. They might be 
present in ons building- should the 
three women who are to possess the 
jewels visit the opera on the same 
evening. 


Samuel Frankel bought the Hope 


diamond in London from Lord Fraii- 
cis Pelham Clinton Hope, husbaii'd of 
May Yohe. The value he placed upon 
it is said to be $880,000. Mr. Drei- 
ce-r refuses to give out -any inform- 
ation as to .the jewel in his posses- 
sion. 


The history of the Hope diamond 


began in 1642, when it was first re- 
corded as the treasure of an Indian 
potentate, in the days when, en'onn- 
ous jewels were plentiful with such 
princes. It was a rough stone then. 
weighing 112J4 carats. 


It remained there until Taveruier, 


of Paris, 
one one 
of -Ms travels 


through the east, saw and purchased 
it. He brought it back to Paris as 
the center of a collection of twenty- 
five diamonds, which were -bought 'by 
Louis XIV. for 2,500,000 francs. In 
addition, Tavernier 'received the title 
of Baron d'Aubohne. 


In the French revolution the blue 


diamond, with other jewels, was 
seized and placed in the Garde Meu- 
ble. From there it disappeared and 
nothing more was heard of it for 
nearly forty years, when Daniel Elia- 
son appeared in London with a blue 
diamond weighing 44J^ carats, which 
was of the same size and luster as 
the major portion of the Tavenrnier 
stone. Henry Thomas Hope, an En- 
glish banker, bought this gem. He 
is said to have paid £13,UOO for it. 


Europe has left now only the Vic- 


:oria, or Imperial, formerly owned 
by the Nizan of Hyderabad, said to 
be worifli §1,500,000; the 
Orioff, 


which, with a weight of 194 3-4 car- 
ats, is the largest in the world, hut

The resignation of Postmaster 


General Charles Emory Smith, while 
not a surprise, was unexpected at 
this time. Bumors of his intended 
resignation have been persistent for 
a year or more, but lately had sub- 
sided. His reasons for resigning- are 
doubtless sincere. 
As the head of 


one of the great newspapers of the 
country, his business affairs must 
demand attention the onerous duties 
of a cabinet position do not permit 
him to give them. It is not an ex- 
aggeration to say he has been one 
of the best postmaster generals the 
country has ever had and his de- 
parture from the cabinet is a loss to 
the country. His successor, Henry 
C. Payne, of Wisconsin, is a man of 
great capacity for affairs and will 
doubtless be an able administrator of 
the 
postoffice 
department. 
Mr. 


Payne was born at Ashfield, Mass., 
November 23, 1843, and removed to 
Milwaukee in 1859, 
where 
from 


1863 to 1867 he was cashier of a 
dry goods store. In October, 1867, 
he married Lydia W. Van Dyke. 
Since 1872 he served consecutively 
as chairman and secretary of the re- 
publican club, the republican county 
committee and the state central com- 
mittee. For several years past he 
has been republican national commit- 
teeman from Wisconsin and during 
the last two national campaigns he 
was vice chairman of the national 
republican 
committee. 
Mr. Payne 


was postmaster of Milwaukee for ten 
years, serving ia that capacity under 
Presidents Grant, Hayes and Arthur. 
He was one of the receivers of the 
Northern Pacific railway 
early in 


the 90's when that property was in 
the courts. Later Mr. Payne became 
connected with several large inter- 
ests, including the old Milwaukee 
and Northern railroad company, now 
a part of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul system; the Wisconsin 
Telephone company and street rail- 
way properties. He is now vice 
president of the Milwaukee Electric 
Railway and Light company. 


Governor Crane, of Massachusetts, 


evidently 'believes that presiding over 
the destinies of the Bean-eaters is 
strenuous enough for him. He does 
not want a cabinet position. 


Tho bunking up of the McXinley 


cabinet is beginning as everybody 
familiar with the history of presi- 
dential successions realized must be 
the case. Notwithstanding President 
Roosevelt's announcement when he 
took the presidential oath that -he 
would strive to carry out the policies 
of the lamented McKinley and his in- 
vitation to his cabinet to remain 
with him through his administration

Naturally: 


cabinet officers feel like getting out 
of the way. 
Postmaster General; 


Smith has practically quit the cabi-: 
net, Secretary of the Treasury Gage | 
will leave as soon as his successor 
can 'be found and Secretary of the 
Navy Long will go before many 
weeks. 
If Secretary of War Root 


consults the wishes of the president, 
he will remain in the cabinet to the 
end of the presidential term, as will 
Secretary of State Hay, whom the 
president appears very anxious to 
keep for his premier. 


George M. Bay, journalist, politi- 


cian and all-round (bad citizen, now 
'doing- time" in Michigan City pris- 
on for corrupt practices in his own 
county of..Shelby, has tried to bribe 
Senator Beveridge and Governor Dur- 
ban to get him out of the peniten- 
tiary. In a letter to the senator 'Bay 
offered him $2,000 to secure a pardon, 
81,000 to go to the governor and the 
senator .to retain the other $1,000 
for 'his services. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that Bay should -seriously 
believe the interest of Senator Beve- 
ridge could be enlisted in such a mat- 
ter T>y such a manner or that Gov- 
ernor Durbin's favor could be pur- 
chased. It was probably a way Bay 
invented to create the impression 'the 
governor could be bribed. However, 
Bay has all 'his life proceeded on the 
principle that every man has his 
price and Bay has paid it no doubt 
in a multitude of instances, not to 
speak of the price he has himself 
doubtless 
commanded 
almost 
as 


many times. Bay is now where he 
should have 'been years ago and it is 
to ibe hoped that this latest effort in 
the way of bribery, whether a step 
made as a joke or taken seriously, 
will operate to keep him behind bars 
to the limit of the law.

In alll respects 'Governor Shaw is as 
well equipped for the treasury duties

Schmitt was a section hand in the 
employ of the- Pennsylvania company 
and had just drawn his money from 
the pay >car when in alighting he 
stepped in front of a moving engine 
and •was run over, dying an hour or 
two later. The complaint alleges that 
the pay car stood ill a dangerous 
place as relating to other tracks over

moves engines aiid cars; that the .ap- 
proach was not guarded; that there 
was no warning of any kind gjven; 
that the company recognizes this fact 
and since the accident employes a 
man to walk ahead of moving enr 


ines and rears when the ;pay car is 


there to prevent accident, and that 
by the loss of her 
husband Mrs. 


Schmitt and her family were dam- 
aged 'to the extent of $10,000.

He 
had a strong desire for the law, and after 
taking ths preparatory course opened an 
office in this city and soon built up a lucra- 
tive business, which would ultimately have 
secured to him a firm footing; in the prac- 
tice.

and adaptability for the practice of patent 
law led him finally to devote himself almost 
exclusively to that branch of his profession. 
He was well versed in the principles of 
mechanics, an expert draftsman, a sklllfl 
mechanic, and peculiarly gifted in every 
way for the profession of a patent lawyer.

E. Hitchcock, of Muncie, and J. J. 
Netterwell, of Anderson, as well as 
others yet to be named. 


The new organization has matle its 


first decisive step 'by'the purchase of 
the Anderson! Telephone company, 
which has until recently been owned 
Dy the 
Telephone, Telegraph and 


Cable company of America. 
The 


plant at Anderson cost $100,000 to 
install. It was built by G. W. Beers, 
of this city, and the purchase 'from 
the eastern company was consum- 
mated in this city yesterday. The 
new company will own and operate 
telephone systems at Anderson, Mun- 
cie, 
Elwood and other cities and 


towns in Madison and Delaware coun- 
ties, including a complete network of 
farmer lines through that section of 
the state, and it is said the system 
will 'be the most improved and com- 
plete that 'b&s yet been, installed 'by 
modem telephone builders:

Introduce a 
funnel and pipette into the ends of a 
rubber" lube and place in a bucket, oi 
antiseptic fluid. Milk the udder dry: 
then place uuder the cow a piece of oil 
c-loth about a yard square. EO that the 
udder will be about the middle of the 
cloth. Wash the udder and teats thor- 
oughly with castile soap and -warm 
water, rinsing" carefully with antisep- 
tic fluid. Insert the pipette into the 
end of a teat and lill the funnel with 
iodide of potash solution. By pass- 
ing1 successively ironi one teat- to an- 
other distribute the solution equally 
among1 the quarters of the udder. Hub 
fh's udder from the ieafc toward the 
body and massage thoroughly in or- 
der to distribute the solution through- 
out. Kig'ht or ten hours nfter the in- 
jection, or ivhcil recovery is assured, 
the udder should be carefully milked 
out and then bathed with warm wa- 
ter, about 360 degrees F. A second 
injection is rarelj* necessary, but-if so, 
it should be done at the end of six 
or eight, hours. If there should be a, 
tendency toward Imrclncss of the ud- 
der or "sslriiijfiiH's*;" of the milk, baths 
of warm water should be applied every 
three -or four hours until relieved. If 
neglected ffargei -will result.

The cultiva- 
tor and harrow clean the soil and 
greatly assist in preventing the 
growth of weeds, but there are many 
spots where the horse cannot perform 
what is required, and hand labor is 
necessary. The success of European 
farmers is due to their use of the hoe 
on small farms, while the American 
farmer grows a great many weeds be- 
cause he depends entirely upon the 
horse. Hoed crops clean the ground 
of weeds and ?ave labor In many ways. 


i-reventlnR tosa of Milk. 


\Vhen the pastures begin to give 


out there will be a falling- off in milk 
from the cows. This is due to the 
fact that the farmer does not supply 
the JOBS of green food from the pas- 
ture. A plot of corn fodder,, used as. 
green food, being- given cows at nig-ht, 
will materially assist in preventing 
loss of milk. A change of food from 
green to dry substances will nearly 
always cause a falling off in millc, for 
which reason ihe change from green 
to dry food should be gradual and 
never suddenly. 


Keeping the Cows Clean. 


The cleaning- of cows by using- the 


brush and currycomb on them, as 
well as giving- them a scrubbing- and 
rinsing with a. sprayer, may appear as 
a waste of labor to those who have 
never tried the plan, but if cows were 
so treated the result would- he more 
milk and butter, AS the cows would 
be more comfortable. Tt is uiort* in> 
port ant to brush cows than horses, 
as the dirt from the cows easily fi.n4l 
it* way into the miiV.

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A HISTORY OF SANTA CLAUS j 


PATHON SAINT OP CHILDREN ONCE IN ACTUAL EXISTENCE 


—A KINDLY BISHOP WHO LIVED l.qOO YEABS AGO.

In. these degenerate days there are 


to be found some iconoclasts who per- 
sist in the assertion that Santa Claus 
does not exist and never had «n ex- 
istence. They assert that it is wrong 
to fill the youthful mind' with fables 
when1 there are so many facts in this 
•workaday -world of ours—facts that 
are of value in fitting the young ior 
the grave duties of jnarthood 
and 


womanhood that are before 
them. 


To them all myths are pernicious, 
and with, the cleaver of truth they 
wouldi sever tlem from the lore of 
the centuries. 


• In part these misanthropic indd- 
viduals—for they cam appropriately 
be classed with taisanthropes— are 
correct. But historically Santa Claus 
did exist, although originally he tad 
110 connection with Christmas. 
The 


name ia tlie corruption of St. Nich- 
olas, a bislop of Myra, in Lycia, who 
flourished in. the fourth century and 
died on December 6, 343 A. B. He 
was widely famed for Ms piety and 
charity and on. Ms death became the 
patron saint of many classes—of chil- 
dren, and more particularly of school 
boys and girls, parish clerks, sailors, 
travelers, merchants and! of Musco- 
vites in general. Of all these classes 
St. Nicholas is best known, as the 
guardian of children. According to 
one legend liis piety when' still a 
child—even as a babe at his mother's 
breast he fasted on Wednesdays and 
Fridays—was regarded: as specially 
fitting him for- tile protectorship of 
children. The fame of his piety 
spread far and wide, ami an eastern 
lord, on. sending his two sons to be 
educated at Athens, bads them call 
at Myra; to receive, tt .blessing; from 
St. Nicholas. Arriving there late 
one night, tie youths put up at an 
inm, intending to visit the bishop the 
following morning. But, attracted 
by the .Wealth of. his guests, the land- 
lord murdered them during the night 
ani cutting tlieir. bodies into small 
pieces, threw (hem into Ms pork- 
.pickllng tub, intending to dispose of 
the whole of its contents as pork. 
By this means 'he thought to till 
two birds -with one stone, not only 
getting: rid of his victims' bodies, 
but also 
bacon.

But the cruel deed -was revealed to 


St. Nicholas, and the next morning 
he visited the' inn and accused the 
landlord1 .o£ -the murder. (Perceiving 
that liis deed had been miraculously 
mtede known1 to the bishop, the land- 
lord_iell on his knees, confessed to 
the niurder, and besought the saint's 
intercession on his behalf. Moved 
by the -Sincere repentance of the man 
Nicolas not only assured (him of 
divine forgiveness, tut .to .prove it 
commanded the dead bodies of the 
murd«redi youths to come to life 
again. Immediately 
-he ;hadi made 


the »ign' of the cross on the brine 
the. mangled fragments of their 
bodies reunited 
and 
the 
lads 


emerged from their .tub alive and 
none the worse for their temporary 
decease, and .pickling. Irt remem- 
brance of this deed St. (Nicholas is 
usually depicted as standing, arrayed 
in his episcopal robes, beside a tub 
in whldh kneel two naked youths. 


Another story proves the love and 


protecting power of St. Nicholas for 
youny maidens, and it is from this 
that the custom of Santa Claus arose. 
The saint heard that a poor gentle- 
man with three .portionless daugh- 
ters was about to commit a crime 
in order to provid* Sis daughters 
witll. dowries. Seized with, pity for 
the. three unhappy maidens, Nicholas 
visited their house by night and 
threw a well-rllledi purse into the 
father's room through, the open win- 
dow, thus enabling him to portion 
(his eldest daughter. On the second 
night he threw a second purse for the 
second daughter and on the third 
night repeated the 
action. But, 


watching to discover the donor of the 
two purses, the father saw,St. Nich- 
olas throw the third, and burst into 
loud praises of the bishop's gener- 
osity. Finding that his secret bad 
be-jn discovered, Nicholas command- 
ed the man on no account to tell 
anyone from whom the purses 'had 
come. 


ORIGIN 01? GIFT-G-IVINO. 


These land ofcher instances of Nich- 


olas1 care laud attention for children 
parents used to relate to their boys 
and girls 'iri order to induce tliem 
to rely upon him for guidance and 
protetitaon. On the eve of St. Nicho- 
las day, Dec. 6, parents used to se- 
cretly give presents to -their children 
as Nicholas ha'd given tihe purses, 
Tha parents d<enied that they gave 
the presents and sudd they had 
'been left by the saint, wlho on this 
nighit (traveled up and 
down ithe 


earth «uid, -entering unseen and un- 
heard tflrrougn the widows, used to 
give presents to all good children. 


In convent schools the love nfld 


request for the saint's patronage and 
protfrtoion. The nuns took upon 
themselves the duty of acting as nls 
deputies and filled the 
expectant 


stockings witih sweetmeats and other 
trifles, and in tills manner taught 
the reality of the saint's care. 


In -tlvis is clearly seen the origin 


of "Die fable and of the custom of 
Santa Claus filling children's stock- 
ings on Christmas eve. 
custom was transferred 
Nicholas day (Dec. 6) to Christmas 
day is not known, but that the cus- 
tom is on« and the same there is.no 
doubt whatever. 
Probably it arose 


fcbout the time of the reformation, 
?hen the worship of saints was tor- 
bidden, but this is not a wholly 
satisfactory reason, 
as in Boman 


Catholic France -the custom is ob- 
served on New Year's eve. Perhaps 
the true reason is that of economy. 
Giving presents on St. Nicholas flay 
and again only three weeks after at 
Christmas would be a heavy expense 
to parents, and so the custom was 
observed on Christmas eve, and the 
presents, took the double form of St. 
Nicholas gifts and Christmas boxes. 


IN ECLIPSE FOB A TIME. 


The reformation put 'an end to St. 


Nicholas in England and Santa 
Claus was only introduced there 
•within the present 
century 
from 


America, whither Dutch emigrants 
had carried it. Like most Christmas 
customs, the 
mysterious 
gifts of 


Santa Claus have- no connection with 
the fesJttval of Christ's birth.

furs, and woolens, his cheery old face 
with white beard and hair, Ma large

I must admit, however, that it 
is also due in part to tho superior 
talents of the American astronomers. 
Both the Yerkes telescope and the 
Lick telescope are larger 'than any- 
lliing in Europe. It may sound like 
fulsome flattery, but it is a cold fact, 
that America is doing more and bet- 
ter work in astronomy 
tliRn the 


whole of Europe together."—Chicago

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MET HORRIBLE DEATH 


Nine Men Mangled and Burned by 


an Explosion in a Blast Fur- 


nace at Pittsburg. 


TO 
DELUGED BY MOLTEN METAL 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 19.—By an ex- 


plosion of gas in the Soho furnace 
of Jones & Laugihlin, near Brady 
street, ttiis city, at 6:20 o'clock this 
morning nine men were -burned to 
death, three injured so badly that 
they are not expected to live, and two 
others dangerously 'hurt. 


The bodies of the victims were aJl 


removed to the morgue and were ter- 
ribly mangled -and burned.

FIVE ABE MISSING. 


Fire persons employed near the 


furnace 'are unaccounted for and It 
is not known whether they Have per- 
iiflied or not. 


The explosion occurred in one of 


;Eie big blast furnaces. 
Tlie men 


were at work on the top cf the fur- 
nace over 120 feet from the ground. 
They were employed as fillers and 
were just getting ready to quit work, 
being members of <fche night craw, 
wfcen the gas, which, accumulated in 
the furnace, exploded and tons of 
molten metal, cinders <and slag were 
thrown over 'tihe unfortunate men on 
'the top of 'tine structure. 


"When the gas let go a panic en- 


su'ed on the small platform about 
fche top. All the men made a rusCi 
for the elevator, but 
it had gone 


down and there was no escape. To 
jump meant death, and to remain 
on the platform was just as certain 
doom. 


DELUGE OP MOLTEN METAL. 
The tons of molten metal and 


flames fell upon them and burned 
ten men to death. Their bodies 
dropped to the 
roof 
of the mill, 


dighty-nvfi feet below, every bons 
broken and. an unrecognizable mass 


\ 
of 'human flesh. 


Hurry calls -were sent to the police 


and morgue. Patrols -from a-11 sec- 
tions -arrived before 7 o'clock and 
ftihe morgue wagon was with theiii. 
The bodies of some of the dead and 
many of the injured were strewn 
about tihe yard beneath the furnace, 
some of the dead having fallen from 
the slippery roof to the ground. 


The cries of ths injured broke the 


stillness which had spread over the 
place wfceii the fury of the explosion 
•and fire liad B'bated. 


To remove the dead from the roof 


of the mill it was found necessary to 
gelt hook and ladder No. 13 and the 
firemen carried the burned, charred 
•and misshapen masses of humanity 
to the morgue wagon and placet! 
them in. Four bodies were removed 
at a time, tlie wagon making tare? 
trips. 


Wlien •fche ddad were ramoved the 


injured were theu locked after. 
In 


all parts of the yard beneath tne 
furnace -th.fi injure'd were found. How 
m.iny injured there 'are is not known 
•a!fc this tune. The injured were imr- 
ried to ths Mercy hospital. 


SAY NINE WEBB KILLED. 


At 0 o'clock Thomas Jones and Ar- 


thur Young, managers of the plant, 
gave otft the statement that nine 
men were killed and five injured. 


'n 
They say thatt ordinarily only three 
men work on top of the furnace, but 
this morning 'bout 0:15 o'clock one 
of the heavy iron wagons used in 
taking up the ore to the top of the 
furnace got stuck on the top of the 
structure and tlie three men sent for 
assistance. A few men went up, but 
they could not move the wagon and 


more went up until the number 
reached fourteen. It was while tSi^y 
were trying to get the wagon re- 
leased that the fatal explosion took 
place. 


All of the men at work on top of 


the furnace were Slavs and Poles. 
Nine of them were killed outright 
and three of the five taken tto Mercy 
hospital are so badly hurt that is is 
feared they will die. No cases iwere 
taken to the South Side hospital as at 
first reported. 


A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 


Eye witnesses say that it was the 


most horrible sight they ever wit- 
nessed. • They say that -when the ex- 
plosion took place there was one 
great loud report and the murky 
heavens -were illuminated 
with a 


great sheet of flame, showing the 
men on top of the furnace running 
about, gesticulating wildly. 
The 


flames and h.ot metal looked like a. 
volcano in action. 'Five -of the men 
were blown off the top of the fur- 
nace and strange as it may seem, 
these men are 'the ones that are stiil 
living. The ethers hung on the rail- 
ing, some on the outside, others on 
•the inside, until their clothing- was 
burned off. Two of the victims -hang- 
ing on the outside held on and re- 
mained tenaciously clinging to the 
railing until their fingers were burn- 
ed off. 
They then fell to the roof of 


the mill dead. Severn of the victims 
were found dead oil the platform of 
the cupola. 


These were completely denuded of 


clothes by the flames and their bodies 
were burned almost to a crisp. 
WERE READY TO QUIT WORK. 
The company says that the night 


turn was just getting ready to quit 
-work and that some of the day crew 
were at work on the place. 
They 


say that they are unable to give out 
any names ias 'the men are only 
known by check numbers, and until 
the payroll is gone over their names 
cannot be learned by them at least. 
In order to expediate the identifica- 
tion of the victims, the management 
of the plant sent for George Pitoli, 
of 2466 Second -avenue, a saloonkeep- 
er and interpreter, and he went to 
the morgue and identified some of th-e 
victims. 


Hundreds of pedestrians on Second 


avenue had narrow escapes from in- 
stant death when 'the explosion oc- 
curred. Tons of ore, coke and hot 
cinders, some pieces weighing almost 
three ponds, rained down on Second 
avenue and many had to run into 
houses and stores for .protection. 


Car No. 369, of the Homestead di- 


vision, was passing just at the time 
the gas let go. The coke and other 
material falling on the car, which 
had 25 passengers aboard, caused a 
panic and many jumped off and more 
would have followed had not the 
coolness of the conductor saved them. 
None of the passengers were in the 
least injured, 
but all 
-were badly 


scared. 


Over two tons of the debris fell on 


Second avenue and a force of fifty 
men WAS iput to work to clean it off 
the tracks. Traffic was impeded, but 
within a half an hour after the acci- 
dent all the tracks were cleared. 


EMPLOYES PANIC-STRICKEN. 
When the explosion, occurred the 


men in the plant 
became panic- 


stricken and1 almost every employe 
of the place left their work and -rush- 
ed to the street. Only a few reported 
back for duty by 9 o'clock. The men 
thought the entire plant «was doomed 
and an their excitement thought of 
nothing- but self preservation. 


CHAFEEE ON FILIPINOS. 


Washington, 'Dec. 19.—"History 


affords no parallel of a whole people 
thus practically turning war traitors 
and in the genius of no other people 
was ever found such masterful pow- 
ers of secrecy and dissimulation; but 
it is needless to say that no power- 
ful state was ever erected or ever can 
be erected on such immoral and un- 
enlightened,, 
foundations." 
This 


statement is made by General Chaf- 
fee, military governor of the Philip- 
pines, in a review of one of a number 
of court martial oases in the island, 
the records of which have been re- 
ceived at the war department. 


URGES HOME FOR TRUANTS. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Bee. 19.—Secre- 


tary Butler, 
of the state truancy 


board, recommends a truants' home 
for unruly boys, instead of sending 
them to the reform school. He says; 


"When we recognize the lack of 


training is one of the causes of de- 
pendency and delinquency, the 'com- 
pulsory education law, therefore, 
where properly enforced, promises to 
be a. very potent factor in the pre- 
vention of pauperism and crime. 


"Under <the present law, habitual 


truants are sent to the boys' reform 
school at Plainfield. 
This is not a 


wise or desirable proceeding. Prov- 
ision should be made for a .parental 
home ito which habitual -truants may 
be sent, where they will not be und- 
er the reform school influences, nor, 
when properly fitted for social ad- 
justment, carry with them through 
life the reproach that the reform 
school brings." 


Truant officers, during the school 


year of 
1000-1901, 
in- Indiana, 


brought S5,025 children into schools 
at a cost of $27,885.50. There was 
also spent in the entire state -to (help 
poor children in schools, $19,801.48, 
so that the total cost of the compul- 
sory education law for the year was 
$47,686.98. 


There were 1089 truant officers in 


Indiana in the school year ending in 
1901. Of the more than 25,000 pu- 
pils brought in, 8,852 received public 
aid. 
Of those aided 472 were in pri- 


vate or parochial schools. 


SHIRLEY 
CITY 
LOSES SUIT 


APPELLATE 
COURT 
UPHOLDS 


TRIAL JUDGE. 


Shirleyites in Error in Taking Pos- 


session of School House by 


Means of Force. 


The Sentinel is in receipt of -a tele- 


gram, saying that >the appellate court 
today affirmed per •curiam the case of 
the school town of Shirley City et al. 
vs. the school township of Maumec, 
in Allen county. This ds simply a bit 
of technical legal phraseology in- 
tended to relate that somelb ody has 
given Robert Shirley a body blow in 
the region of-the solar plexus. 
A 


year and a half ago or more Mr. 
Shirley and his friends seized t!he 
school house in the town of Shirley. 
The Maumee .township trustee object- 
ed 
and 
in 
consequence 
there 


was a fight on 
as 
to 
who 


should hire the school teacher. 
To 


lilolp matters along flh'a Shirleyites 
hirsd one 'and the trustee hired an- 
other. The Shirleyites 'took posses- 
sion of tdie sdhooliiiouse on tflie Sun- 
day evening prior to 1'he date fixed 
for "the opening of the school. Tlie 
tdach'er and friends (held posssslon 
during 'the night, 'but the next morn- 
ing durin'g -the temporary aibsence 
of tUie Sliirleyite teacher the town- 
ship tea'dher gained access to the 
bundling- amid took possession. 
He 


refused to leave when asked to and 
in consequence the Shirleyites mus- 
tere'd ther hosts !an!d he was ejected 
by force. Then the suit in the lower 
court -was brought by Eton-ley's op- 
ponents. It was -held that if the 
city of Shirley was entitled to pos- 
session of line schoolhouse there was 
a legal way to get that possession, 
but that taking pesseeaion by force 
of arms, 'as it were, was illegal. 
Judge Vesey, -then, on tlie superior 
court 'bench, upheld that contention 
and decided in favor of tlie oppo- 
nents cf Shirley. 
An appeal was 


tfh'en. taken 'and t'ns decision of the 


ellate court, handed down today, 


•sustains Judge Vesey's decision and 
legally ousts the Shirleyites, so far 
as •the original contention is con- 
cerned. 


IN THE SENATE. 


"Washington, Dec. 19.—In the ab- 


sence of Mr. Frye, of Maine, presi- 
dent pro tern, MT. Perkins, of Califor- 
nia, presided over today's session of 
the senate. 


The bill temporarily to provide rev- 


enue for the Philippine islands, 
which was passed "by the 'house of 
representatives yesterday, was refer- 
red to the committee on the Philip- 
pines. 


A bill to increase the official bond 


of the United States marshal of 
Alaska in certain 'cases to $75,000, 
was introduced by Mr. Hoar and 
passed without reference to commit- 
tee. 


At 12:40 the senate, on motion of 


Mr. Hale, went into ' executive ses- 
sion, and at 1 p. m. a'djourned until 
January 6, 1902. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


Washing-ton, Dec. 18.—The house 


today resumed the debate upon the 
bill to provide temporary revenues 
for the Philippine islands under an 
agreement that the bill should ba 
voted upon at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. The attendance in the g-aller- 
es did not indicate much public in- 
terest in the debate. Mr. Henry, of 
Texas, -was the first speaker. 


He characterized the bill as op- 


pressive'and outrageous. 'Months in- 
stead of two days, die said, would not 
be too long for the discussion of a 
measure of vital interest to 10,OOO,- 
000 people. He dwelt upon the in- 
justice of the double export and im- 
port tax on rice, sugar and tobacco 
and charged that this double taxa- 
tion was in the interest of the sug-ar 
and tobacco trusts. 


Mr. Henry took issue with his 'col- 


league as to the effect of free trade 
with the Philippines upon the sugar 
industry of Louisiana. Mr. Williams, 
o£ Mississippi, followed Mr. Henry. 
He said the Philippine archipelago 
was a part of the United States and 
should be treated as such. He paid 
his respects to the supreme court, 
which he said arrived- at its decision 
by a "shifting majority of one." 


Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, supported 


bhe 'bill. He said the Filipinos were 
incapable of self-government, and, 
in reply to a question, said the Cu- 
bans were not capable of self-gov- 
ernment. There was democratic ap- 
plause when he said the democratic 
party had forced the administration 
into a position where it was com- 
pelled to declare for the independ- 
ence of Cuba. 


Mr. Hepburn became involved in a 


spirited four-cornered exchange with 


Messrs. De Armond, SiiafroiU aud 
Cousins. 


Mr. XcCall, of Massachusetts, then 


was recognised in tlie time of Mr. 
McClellan, of N4w York, for a fif- 
teen-minute speech against the bill. 
He was followed by Mr. McClellan 
and Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, 
closed the debate. 


Washington, Dec. 19.—At 1:45 p. 


m. the house adjourned until Mon- 
day, January 6, 1902. 


TARIFF BILL PASSED. 


Washing-ton, Dec. 19.—Tlie Philip- 


pine tariff bill was passed by the 
houss yesterday 'by a vote of 163 to 
128, two republicans, Littlefleld of 
Maine and.

Fourth quarter—Review of lessons 


from Oct. 6 to Dec. 22. 


Golden text—Romans viii., 31: "If 


God be for us who can be against 
us?" 


This golden text is eminently ap- 


plicable to the whole series of twelve 
lessons in 'the quarter. Go ahead of 
God, as it may seem :to us we are 
sometimes going, and very apt -are 
we 'to go astray. It is when. He goes 
on and we follow that our goings are 
upheld, and a good end assured. For 
"if God be for us, who can be against 
us?" 


What our God ordains must cer- 


tainly come to -pass. Rebel as man 
may against the apparent preferences 
which God shows for some men, noth- 
ing can defeat his plan. Much xe- 
sentment has been expressed at the 
teaching that 'he ordains whatsoever 
comes to pass. And ,yet modern 
scholarship is loud iu declaring 'that, 
as their doctrine 
of Determinism 


teaches, -whatever is involved in the 
plan of nature will evolve in the op- 
erations of nature. 


Write God in !the places in whi'ch 


they -write the term nature and there 
is no difference /between the tea'ching 
of natural science and the ancient 
teachings of foreordinatrou. As to 
the name of the d-ogma, scientific or 
theological, it matters not—-the bot- 
tom fact is that when God is for 'any- 
thing and anyone, then nothing can 
be against him. 


LESSON IN JOSEPH'S UFE. 
Joseph sold into Egypt, the story 


in our first lesson (Genesis xxxvii., 
12-36) forcibly illustrates this fact 
•of our faith; Joseph was 'the pet of 
his old father, Jacob, the "son. -of his 
old age," and, 
as we are won't to 


phrase it, he was rather a spoiled 
boy. He had a dream in which he 
saw, as (by prophetic vision, .that Me 
would become supreme or superior'to 
any of his family 
"circle (chapter 


xxxvii., 1-11), -and he so far lacked 
modesty and self-control as to pa- 
rade his prospers -until his "brethren 
hatsd him." 


For this Joseph paid dearly, favor- 


ite of heaven -though he was. 
There 


was no inter position of Providence. 
to prevent him suffering for his fol- 
ly. And in this we discern the gen- 
eral principle that modesty is better 
than display, no difference how much 
iwarraut one may have -for strutting 
as a high stepper. But the Lord of 
our lives does not 'turn us down for 
one or two acts of folly. 
Audi while 


poor Joseph -was given up to sore suf- 
fering the Lord did not leave him. 


Among heart . saddening things 


there is none more so than: where one 


. cannot get along with 'relatives, as- 


sociates arid neighbors. The natur- 
ally unpopular people are sore •suffer- 
ers. Said a lady of high estate and 
ample wealth to me recently: 
"I 


would give all I own1 if by that I 
could learn how to become a favorite 
fwitli others. As it is, I am natur- 
ally disliked by aibout everybody, and 
that, too, notwithstanding the efforts 
I make to please." Possibly she .fails 
where Joseph did, 
iu self-suppres- 


sion. Perhaps she as too fond of tell- 
ing- of her accomplishments, or her 
family. 


This, however," <we keep in- memory 


that 
God stood 
by Joseph. His 


•brethren hated 
him, 
conspired to 


murder him, dropped him into a well 
to die, and then sold him to a passing 
caravan of mercha>uts. But. "if God 
"be for us who >can be against us" to 
affect us evily? 
.. 


How much Joseph, "though young, 


was a man of God comes <to view in 
the second 'lesson, Joseph in Prison 
(Genesis xxxix., 20-40), where he 
meets a test of moral character with 
a 'fortitude unsurpassed. The story 
should be committed to memory by 
every young man. At least some out 
line liko the following should stand 
clear in all young minds: 


SOLD INTO SliAVERY. 


That is, Joseph was •sold into slay 


cry and became a bondman in th 
palace of Potiphar, high officer in 
Pharaoh's court. 
Potiphar had 


wife, whose Yove went 'out in law- 
less longings- to the young slave- 
servant, 
and in her husiband'a ab- 


sence she solicited Joseph to commit 
sin with her. vWe think, and correct- 
ly think, of that age and 
environ- 


ment as being degraded in morals 
and dissolute in practice. But wheth- 
er the average young man of twenty 
in Chicago or Boston would have re- 
sisted the temptation which Joseph 
resisted and so have come out clear 
and clean is a question we would fear 
to answer in the affirmative. 


His most morally, manly reply to 


the flattering solicitation was in 
words that crown his 'character with 
all that the purest religion can con- 
fer: 
"How can (Gen. xxxix, 9) I do 


this great wickedness and' sin against 
God1?" Not against the 
gods of 


Egypt did he mean. Against the act 
the idols would have made no com 
plaint. 
But Joseph's God was the 


Jehovali 
of purity, and the young- 


slave in Potiphar's service had such 
everence for the true God that it 
nerved him -to say "No" in circum- 
*ancea where not one in a thous- 
and of young men among us would 
have done likewise. 


EFFECT OF PRISON LIFE. 


By this event in Potiphar's house 


we come to understand -and appreci- 
ate the uprightness of Joseph and are 
irepared to observe him in prison. 
The wicked wife of Potiphar wreaked 
.er revenge on him for refusing her 
equests and got him degraded in his 
master's estimate 
and imprisoned 


with common felons. 


Of all offensive odors the smell of 


a prison is the most repulsive. Pov- 
rty odcr is revolting enough, but it 
the beggar takes a, few baths and is 
Iressed in sweet, clean clothes his ac- 
eptance in society is hopefully as- 
ured. 
But neither soap nor sweet 


waters, nor new raiment can rid one 
rho has been behind jail bars for bad 
onduct of the foul effects. 
Meanwhile, to be in prison does not 


tiesmirch every victim. - Paul was in 
he Philippian jail and in the 
lungeon, his feet made fast in the 
stocks, but it never followed him as 


disgrace. 
He was for years a 


chained prisoner in Rome. But the; 
world -has never cast that in the teeth i 


f his illustrious career.

MARKED BY MUCH CEREMONY 


NOTABLE MEN WIELD SHOVEL 


AND THROW DIRT. 


SCOPE OF THE EXPOSITION 


TO CELEBRATE PURCHASE OF 


LOUISIANA TERRITORIES. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 20.—The first 


public celebration in connection with 
the world's fair to be opened in St. 
Louis in 1903 in commemoration of 
the lOQtb. anniversary of the Louisi- 
ana purchase was held today, when 
ground was broken for the site in 
Forest park. This day was selected 
for the important event because it 
is tin. anniversary 
of the formal 


transfer of the Louisiana territory to 
the United States. The day was a 
holiday'in- St. Louis and throughout 
Missouri, as well <as in m<oat of the 
purchase states, whose governors is- 
sued proclamations asfein>g- for a gen- 
eral observance of it as "Louisiana 
purchase flag day." 


Owing- to the 
severity 
of the 


weather the parade and other out- 
door demonstrations were abandoned. 


At the appointed .time- directors 


and officers of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition company, Gen. John 
C. Bates, Maj. Henry 'K. Hunter, Pif- 
teeuth United States cavalry, 
and 


other army 
officers, 
governors of 


states and guests assembled at the 
St. Louis club. Carriages were taken 
and the party was driven to Porest 
park, where the, ceremony of break- 
ing ground was carried out. A Imge 
fire 'had been built on ifcbe structural 
site of the educational building to 
soften the ground. 


• WIELDED THE SHOVEL. 


Arriving at the site the party as- 


sembled at the place indicated and 
wielded the sliovel in this order: 
President David P>ancis, Treasurer 
W. 'H. Thompson, Secretary Walter 
B. Stevens, General Counsel Blair, 
Director of Exhibits Skiff, Director of 
Works Taylor, Chief of the Depart- 
ment of Education Rogers and the 
architect of the educational building, 
vice presidents of the exposition com- 
pany, members of the executive com- 
mittee, representatives of the world's 
fair national committee and the board 
of lady managers and chairmen of 
each of the standing committees of 
the company. 
As this part of the 


ceremony was being carried out, Bat- 
tery A, of the Missouri 
national 


guard, fired sixty guns. 


At the Coliseum the remainder of 


-the program was carried out before 
an audience of thousands. The big 
hall was profusely decorated. 


Governor VanZaut, of Minnesota, 


Governor Savage, 'of Nebraska; Gov- 
ernor Davis, of Arkansas; Governor 
Dockery, of Missouri; Colonel John 
Oglesby, 
representing 
Governor 


Y*tes, of Illinois, who sent regrets, 
and members of the Illinois "World's 
Fair commission were on the plat- 
form. 


President D. R. Praucis, of the 


Louisiana Purclia'se Exposition com- 
pany, •ealleded the colisium,' "mee'ting- 
ito order and 'the Rev. Samuel J. 
Nicolls, of Westminster Presbyterian 
chiirch, .pronounced the invocation. 
Hon. James A. Tawney, of -Minne- 
sota, chairman of -the house commit- 
tee on expositions, was introduced 
and made the first address. 


Congressman Tawney was followed 


by World's Pair Commissioner John 
Allen, of Mississippi, who delivered 
•an eloquent address. 


SCOPE OP THE ENTERPRISE. 
The exposition 
will 'be held1 iu 


celebration of the centennial of what 
is known in history as the Louisiana 
purchase. By this transaction the 
United States government in 1803 
secured from Pranca all the land 
lying between the Mississippi and 
the 'Rocky mountains, 
an area of 


more than a million square miles, 
and exceeding the territory of the 
United States at that time. 
Four- 


teen states and territories frave been 
created out of the 'Louisiana terri- 
tory, having a total present popula- 
tion of about 15,000,000 and1 an esti- 
mated wealth of $30,000,000,000. 
The citizens and corporations of St. 
Louis raised by private* subscription 
$5,000,000, the municipality of St. 
Louis added $5,000,000, the state of 
Missouri appropriated $1,000,000, 
and the United States has given its 
endorsement and help to the extent 
of $5,000,000, besides appropriating 
$250,000 for the government build- 
ings. 
Appropriation? have 
been 


made by several states ranging from 
$15,000 to $250,000. 


On the 20th of August last the 


president of the United States issued 
a proclamation addressed to all the 
nations of the world, inviting them 
to participate in the world's fair at 
St. Louis. This invitation was de- 
livered through diplomatic channels 
to the heads of the-various govern- 


ments and favorable 
replies have I 


been received from a large number j 
of them, indicating a world-wide in- ] 
terest in the exposition. 


The site is in the western part of 


the city, the authorities having set 
aside more than 600 acres of Forest 
park, and an, adjacent area having 
been secured, makes a total of nearly 
1,200 acres. 
Included in the fair 


grounds are 
the 
buildings 
and 


grounds of .Washington university, 
valued at $3,000,000. 


The world's fair will embrace in its 


scope every department of human, ac- 
tivity. It ie'the purpose of the man- 
agement to nave it portray civiliza- 
tion in its most 
advanced state. 


Throughout all departments, so far 
as it may be done, the exhibits will 
show processes of manufacture and 
the development of the articles dis- 
played. There will 
be numerous 


complete installations of manufac- 
turing plants, and life and1 activity 
will characterize the exposition and 
give 
it a 
unique individuality. 


Sources of raw materials will in most 
instances be shown and step by step 
the work of reproducing 'articles of 
utility and value will be portrayed. 
An. effort will be made to bave every 
country as well as every department 
of human activity adequately rep- 


The management of the exposition 


is in the hands of a board of ninety- 
three 
directors, representing the 


financial, professional, -manufactur- 
ing, mercantile and railway interests 
of St. Louis. The president of the 
company is the Hon. David R. Fran- 
cis, formerly mayor of the city, gov- 
ernor of Missouri and secretary of tbe 
interior in the cabinet of ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 
The plans of the 


construction have been well prepared 
and work will be carried1 on without 
cessation until the opening day.

Streifling finally arrested the .plaintiff 
and procured Ms incarceration in the 
county jail for a period of over -a 
week; that when the case -was finally 
called for 'hearing Justice Prance ac- 
quitted him and discharged him. in 
dismissing the case; that by reason of 
'his confinement his character was 
ruined -and that he suffered damages 
to the extent of $5,000.
